1. The undersigned antC J of this office net with 

Mr* strong end Hr. KaeKnijht this afternoon to dlsomas pro blent* 
eooneoted with DTPILIAR. The first of these was a suggestion bf 
DTPILUB the* its liaison meetings with the station represents tires 
be held in the local 0*3, osbosslos in order to amid the e e oo r A ty 
problem of ewtaide meetings. It was suggested that these meetings 
eoald usefully include a representative of the Kribaoay in order that 
the Bfefcaa^r ooald be apprised* at the same time as the station, of 
DTPILUB activities* coordination between U3IJ sad DTPILLAR activities 
could be effected* and Sahara? adrioa on political matters allotted. 

Mr. strong and Mr. HaoXnljftt stated that this should bo mail? arranged 
sinee thare are now cleared State representatives in almost every 
area* and the meetings mould be profitable to all side*. 



2. DTPlUUUi’y request for acorn » to the ««baaay biographic 
files was also discussed. It was agreed that* sines theta files are 
confidential* DTPILUB mould not attempt to gain aooasa overtly 
through an uncleared Uabassy official* but should ask the station 
man under bhuugr cor or to supply the information from the files. 

. j.C. ,3 then sought the advice of the state representative 
on DTPILUB polity toward the overeece Chinese and toward Formosa. 

He stated that it waa tentatively oar feeling that DfPILLAfi should not 
attesyt to propagaadiao the overseas Chinese to support F ormo sa and 
that our poller toward the over sees Chines* should hare two aspects* 

(a) seeing that orarssss Chinese youth are e d uc ated In democratic 
ocneepts by providing altematlvoe to Mainland education and tbs t their 
eentiment is attached to the host countries of dsnthoost Asia through 
reolal~lntegr«tiea programs and (b) s ee ing that the elders (largely 
the buainessana) of tho Chinese eoerunity do not export the Mainland 
reglao. It waa noted that may DTPHUR program in aetiva supp or t of 
Formosa among the overseas Chinese ran the rich of alienating other 
Southeast Asian countries. Mr. strong stated that the outstanding 
polio? document on this subject states that U.3. polio/ is to integrate 
overseas Chinese with the host countries. The draft HX paper on 
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Formosa* hoi rover* ho indicated Is loss clear on this point. 

Ho stated that U. a. polity spoctfloaily does not preclude use 
of third foreo group* to obtain U. s. objectives. H« and Mr. 
MacKnlght agrood that DTP1LLAR woo not bound to follow every 
torn of U. S, polio/ and that aatiT* support of Pemoaa waa not 
roptral (although obviously DTPILUR could not and would not 
taka an opposite stand.) 

lu C ^3 stated that we felt that arttUAH*s activities 

on Formosa would moot profitably esntecr around an effort to pro* 
duoo now and creative thinking an tha forma whlah democratic 
g ove rnm ent in a fro# China* and porhapa in tha root of Asia* 
night take. Bo stated Mint DTPXUAR la proaootl/ aupp ortlng a 
pro feasor of Constitutional low on Fotmoea oho is reported to 
have had good effect In stinulattng new thinking wsang hie 
atndaut* and the In t ellectual* of F or n ooa on fundamental govern- 
mental theory. the State representatives agreed that Formosa 
has the talent Air a program af creative thinking and writing 
in this field and that this weal d here e wore beneficial affect 
in Asia than the present lcw-l«vel propagandisa eoanatilwg fron 
Formosa* It was agrood by all that tha latter wee wall icararod* 
and that DTPIUAR night well ooacentmte its Femes* program on 
tl io former. 



$• the euastion of DTPLUAR'd activities in Jap as woo also 
raised. O 3 inquired whether state a gre e d that WfPlLUK 
•hould oooomtrete an center groups aod non-Csmualst laftiete in 
carrying out its program. >4r« HanX night stated that he looked upon 
DTPILUR ae a tan-yoar program and that DIFIilAR met provide a 
bridge to tha group* which could not bo reached by supporting 
organisations already admitted to eur aide, The problem* Mr, 

Brom noted* waa to give PF PILLAR eenfidanee that it would not got 
in trouble by dealing with groupa which might* for example* bo 
against rearmament but were definitely not under Ceonmniet control. 
Nr, MaoJCni^it stated that if BTPILLAR could not weak with groups 



which wore not tied to 0, 3. policy* ho row no roaaan far DTPIUULR*# 
existence* Both he and Hr. Strong felt that WPILLAR should Indeed 
aonoentarete on wUmtag over the leee friendly groups sod should not 
be afraid of diverging from overt tM« policy la so doing* provided 
they lief not run absolutely counter to long-range policy. 
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
